H ig h w a y and State Prison De 
partm ent* Is Outlined.

should him convict* from the stale 
prison department in exa» tty tin* same 
way as it would hire fr< •* laborers, 
and at the same price per day.

ing the hours of work the men should 
not he thought of as convicts, but aim 
ply as employees of the highway de­ 
partment. No p a r e n t should he made 
for a single hour not worked and a 
man discharged should be removed at 
once and permanently, while the high­ 
way department should have no re­ 
sponsibility for nor authority over the 
convicts at any time nor In any man­ 
ner except to conduct Hour work or 
to discharge them." 
This need for co-operation between 
the state highway and state prison 
departments is strongly urged in a 
report made to the New York state 
highway department by David .1 shor 
er, who was in charge of the convict 
road work in Green county. New York, 
during the summer of 11*14. 
Mr. Shorer’s practical experience 1 
has demonstrated the Importance of ! 
the recommendation for co-operation 
between the highway and prison de­ 
part mem.- in conducting convict road 
work, which the national committee 
on prisons and prison labor lias ad­ 
vocated for a number of years and has 
been instrumental in embodying into j 
the laws of the slat* of West Vir* | 
glnia.

M o n e y is plentiful and cheap and Texas banks will experience no difficulty 
in getting the necessary funds with which to finance the Texas cotton crop 
The farmer who borrows money for eight months on cotton should have th? 
privilege of paying the obligation on or before the date of maturity, ag he may 
elect. 
It is urgent that cotton should be financed through the season; it ii 
easy 
to see the result if cotton is financed for thirty, sixty, or ninety days 
The buyer will wait until 
the notes expire and ihen purchase cotton which ii 
crowded on the market. 
Arrangements to finance the crop should be made at once, as cotton pick 
ing will start the first of August and the market should be upheld from the 
start. 
The tim e in which to arrange for sufficient finances, to be of any benefit 
whatever, is extrem ely short.

“Chaffwax" Was Proud of His Con 
nection With England's Offi­ 
cial Stamp. 


The great seal, which Lord Haldane 
handed to the king on resigning of­ 
fice, Is a more elaborate article than 
most people imagine. 
It cost about 
£700 to make, and consists of two 
heavy silver plates, in one of which 
is cut the impression for the front 
of the device; in the other that for 
tho back. 
When the seal is to be 
affixed, a lump of wax is softened in 
hot water, then cooled In cold, after 
which it is placed between the two 
plates and pressed, emerging in tho 
shape of a disk, with an impression 
on each side. 
This is put in a plated 
case and attached to the document 
by means of a (ag embedded in wax. 
At one time the great seal had an 
official attached to it who was quite 
as proud of his oft ce as the lord chan­ 
cellor was of his. 
This was "Chaff­ 
wax," whose sole business it was to 
melt the wax and take impressions of 
the great seal when required. 
And 
the writer remembers the last of the 
•‘Cbaffwaxes,’’ a rosy-cheeked old gen­ 
tleman, who lived long enough to en­ 
joy the pension which a grateful coun­ 
try granted him for his important du­ 
ties, 
These are now performed by 
an unnamed official in the chancellor's 
office.—London Chronicle.

CONVICTS AS ROAD BUILDERS 


Need for Co-Operaticn Between State 


H ighw ay and State Prison De­ 
partm ents Is Outlined. 


‘ The 
state 
highway 
department 
should hire convicts from Hie stale 
prison department in exactly the same 
"way as it would hire free laborers, 
and at the same price per day. 
Dur­ 
ing the hours of work the men should 
not be thought of as convicts, but sim­ 
ply as employees of the highway de­ 
partment. No payment should be made 
for a single hour not worked and a 
man discharged should be removed at 
once and permanently, while the high­ 
way department should have no re­ 
sponsibility for nor authority over the 
convicts at any time nor in any man­ 
ner except to conduct their work or 
to discharge them.” 
This need for co-operation between 
the state highway and state prison 
departments is strongly urged in a 
report made to the New York stale 
highway department by David J. Shor­ 
e s who was in charge of the convict 
road work in Green county. New York, 
during the summer of 1914. 
Mr. Shorer’s practical experience 
has demonstrated the importance of 
the recommendation for co-operation 
between the highway and prison de­ 
partments in conducting convict road 
work, which the national committee 
on prisons and prison labor has ad­ 
vocated for a number of years and has 
been instrumental in embodying info 
the laws of the state of West Vir­ 
ginia. 
The work in Green county. New 
York. wTas t arried on under most dif­ 
ficult conditions. 
The men arrived at 
the camp before the organization and 
equipment 
were 
completed. 
They 
were sent, there without regard to 
their suitability for the work and al­ 
most one-fourth were totally unfit and 
had to be returned to the prison. 
Ar­ 
rangements for feeding the men wet»e 
unsatisfactory, while winter made effi­ 
cient work impossible fully two weeks 
before they were removed from the 
camp.

Shorer reports that, taking the 60 con- i 
victa who were retained at the camp, t 
and comparing them with SI civilians j 
also working at the carap, the con- J 
victs averaged belter than the civil-

raced through a system of rewards 
so that they feel they have .something 
to gain through good work.
